Hi  Victor, 


One  of  our  outreach  workers  just  went  to  the  area  to  assess.  He  noticed  that  LAPD  is  still 
present  at  location.  One  patrol  car  was  located  on  McCoy  and  others  were  seen  patrolling 
the  area.  Our  outreach  worker  spoke  to  an  individual  on  Lomita  who  had  just  been 
encountered  by  an  officer.  The  individual  reported  that  the  officer  asked  where  the  rest 
of  the  individuals  had  relocated  to.  Our  outreach  worker  drove  around  the  surrounding 
areas  to  locate  one  of  his  clients  and  noticed  that  people  have  spread  out.  He  spoke  to 
another  individual  who  relocated  to  Figueroa  &  Lomita  who  said  that  PD  told  them  they  were 
not  able  to  return  to  Lomita  &  McCoy  until  they  were  told  they  could  do  so.  It  is  not 
clear  if  PD  told  folks  they'll  be  arrested  or  cited  if  they  return.

Devin  and  I  were  present  during  Lomita  and  McCoy  (Salvation  Army)  scheduled  clean¬ 
up  this  morning.  Upon  our  arrival,  dwellers  were  preparing  for  clean-up.  Devin  and  I 
assisted  dwellers  with  preparing  for  scheduled  clean  up  March  20,  2019  at  8:30  am. 
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LA  Sanitation  conducted  cleanup  on  McCoy,  from  Lomita,  south  to  253rd  street.  They 
also  covered  area  east  and  west  of  McCoy. 

Dwellers  were  offered  shelter  placement  and  transportation.  Dwellers  declined 
services  at  this  time.  Majority  of  dwellers  expressed  the  reason  for  refusal  of  shelter 
today,  dwellers  stressed  they  have  a  lot  of  personal  items  and  do  not  have  a  storage. 

HETMs  to  continue  to  research,  free  storage  options,  in  the  Harbor  City  area.  HET  members 
advised  dwellers  of  available  Winter  Shelter  Programs  and  passed  out  flyers  with  the  Cold 
Weather  Shelter  Information.
